The Cronin Case Goes to 
the Jury,

The Labor #ederation—London 
Gas Strike. 


Closing the Cronin Case. 
By Associated Press. | 


Cuicaco, Dec. 13.—On account of 
the illness of Mills, State Attorney 
Longuecker was obliged to make the 
closing address to the jury in the Cro- 
nin case. He began by repelling the 
charge of the prosecution, that the 
Cronip section of the Clan-na-Gael had 
suborned a large amount of perjured 
testimony against the accused. He 
said that most of the Clan-na-Gael 
evidence was by members of the Tri- 
angle Camp. He then took up and 
dwelt at lergth on the evidence against 
Beggs. ) 
' At the close of Judge Longnecker’s 
address Judge McConnell read his 
charge to the jury. In opening his 
instructions to the jury, Judge McCon- 
nell told them they were judges of the 
law as well as the facts in the case, 
and had a right to say that they knew 
the law better even than the Court 
itself. But, before assuming such a 
solemn responsibility, they should be 
sure they were not acting from caprice 
or prejudice. After defining murder 
and accessory, circuinstantial evidence 
and conspiracy, the Judge said in re- 
gard to Beggs that it was not sufficient 
for them to find that a resolution was 
adopted for the appointing of a secret 
committee in Camp 21 on February 
8th, but it must further appear beyond 
all reasonable doubt that such a com- 
wittee waa, appointed by Beggs, and in 
the furtherance of a conspiracy to com- 
mit murder. If the jury believed that 
any or all of the defendants had 
conspired to secretly kill Dr. Cronin, 
they were without duubt guilty of 
murder whether the identity of actual 
murder be established or not. 
whether such defendents were present 
at the time of the killing or not, or 
whether Burke rented or furnsihed 
the Carlson cottage or not. And not- 
withstanding the jury might believe 
that Dr. Cronin was murdered there, 
yet they would not be justified in con- 
cluding that Burke was a party to the 
alleged. conspiracy, unless Burke’s 
acts were intended by him to assist in 
the murder. The same applied to 
Coughlin’s act in hiring Dinan’s horse 
and to O’Sullivan’s contract. The 
jury could not lega'ly conyict upon the 
mere doctrine of chance and proba- 
bility, and if after a careful consulta- 
tion they do not feel morally certain of 


the guilt of the defendants, it was the 
jury’s daty to acquit them. 

e jury in the Cronin case retired 
at 4 Pp. m., and the Court adjourned 
until 4:30.

When They Were Originated and 
How They Are Printed. 


Introduced in Austria Twenty Years Age 
and in America Four Years Later—A 
‘Walk Through the Factory Near 
Castleton, N. Y. 


In 1865 the Prussian postal authori- 
ties announced their intention of 
issuing a correspondence card, on which 
brief communications not under seal or 
in an inclosure could be sent through 
the mails at greatly reduced rates.

While the moonstone of the ancients was 

| quite appropriately termed selenite the 
mineral of to-day is not so well named. It 
is known as adularia, from Mount Adula, 
ove of the highest peaks of the Leontine 
Alps, in that group to which the St. Gothard 
pass gives its name, and whose bowels 
have since been piereed by the railway tun. 
nel. The best specimens of the gem, howev- 
er,come from Ceylon. “Itoccurs in crystals, 

| erystalline fragments and solid masses; its 
fracture is uneven; it is translucent on the 
edges, with a double refraction of light; 
the luster ts vitreous and pearly, more 
especially when cut afid polished.”’ The 
ligut thrown out from thé interior of the 


stone is greenish and bluish white, the ra 


flections being changeful in color when 
viewed in different aspeots. The cleavage 
of the stone is in two directions, the crys- 
tals often being found in the hemitrope form 
having a compound structure, which may 
| be imitated by bisecting a crystal and re- 
volving one-haf 180 degrees (or in some 
cases 120 degrees), and then reuniting the 
haives. In polished specimens this form be- 
comes obvious from the different directions 
of thelaminz. Adularia is found in cavities 
of the granite, gnuiess and limestone, and ia 
pebbles from Ceylon, Greenland, Bavaria, 
St. Gothard, Tyrol, Dauphine and at several 
| places in this country, particularly at Ti- 
conderoga, N Y., Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut and Massachusetts. The adu- 
laria from St. Gothard is found in very 
large masses, and at Zunch, Switzerland, 
there were formerly on exhibition in the 
museum groups of crystallized adularia 
measuring two feetin length and one foot 
in thickness, which glinted with royal 
beauty. 

The gems are secured by taking the speci- 
mens which possesses good color and strong 
pearly reflections and cutting them out of 
larger lumps. The piece is then ground on 
| a lead wheel, en cabochon form, and 1s then 
polished with rottenstone. 

In commerce the adularia goes under 
Various names, such as moonstone, sun- 
stone, girasol, fisheye, Ceyion or water 
opal. The differenee between the moon- 

stone and the sunstone seems to be in color 

only, the moonstone being white with small 
bluish or greenish shades, while the sun- 
stone shows a yellow and reddish play of 
colors. The sunstone ts another member of 
the feldspar group, its internal prismatic 
reflections and minute spangles being due 
to the presence of included crystals of 
oxide of iron or of mica. It is found in 
limited quantities in Norway, and also at 

Media, Pa., and at Orange Court-House,Va 

Orpheus, the semi-fabulous Grecian bard, 
recognized two kinds of gems which were 
symbolical of the sun. “In both,” he says, 
“there appear rays shining straight, and 
like luminous hair, but tne colors of the 
stones are different; the one would be 
deemed a crystal, the other a chrysolite, 
except for the hair.’’ He also wroté: ‘Phos 
bus hath planted in both species a mighty 
spirit which gives glory and heroic beauty 
to whatsoever shall wear them with due 
understanding.” 

“Ay, there’s the rub.” Probably few of 
Orpheus’ cotemporaries-had the necessary 
‘due understanding.” 

That the sunstroke was connected in the 
minds of aucient gem-engravers with Sol is 
evident from a beautifully carved gem of 
this character discovered by C. W. King 
in the Mariborough collection of jewels,

large Cutter. The sheets are taken to 
the press, where they are given the 
feeders, who on the Campbell presses 
feed forty-one sheets a minute, or 1,760 
postal cards. The cards are printed 
from steel plates so hard that a file 
could not make an impression on them. 
Each one is printed from a separate 
plate, and eighty plates are locked in 
the bed of the press. All the plates are 
sent from Washington, and one set of 
plates in continual use lasts about two 
The feeders are women of ex- 
perience, and they receive 41\¢ cents for

feeding 100,000 cards, and can feed about | 


5049000 a day. 

The sheets are next taken to the cut- 
ters, from which they are turned out in 
single cards. Three girls take the cards 
of each feeder. One counts twenty-five 
in each package, and the other two put 
on the paper binders. After they leave 
this room they are put up in packages, 
counted out in packages of twenty and 
put into the pasteboard boxes, which by 
contract must be muslin bound. Five 
girls put the muslin binding on the 
boxes, receiving for their work 15 cents 
per 100 boxes. The boxes when filled 
are put into cases ready for shipment. 
No order for less than 500 cards is filled. 
Orders for 10,000 or more are packed in 
wooden cases, the largest single case 
holding 25,000 cards. : 

A new machine has recently been put 
in to work on postal-cards that will in- 
crease the rate of printing them and de- 
crease the number of employes. ‘Two 
of the machines are now in operation. 
They print from continuous rolls at the 
rate of 300 per minute.
